ANNUAL MEETING 


The Annual Meeting of the Association will be held at University College, 
Gower St., London, W.C., at 3 p.m. on Wednesday, December 31, when 
Professor J. G. Robertson will deliver the Presidential Address, entitled 
“The Reconciliation of Classic and Romantic.” 

This meeting has been arranged in the Christmas Vacation, and as near 
to the Conference of Educational Associations as possible, in the hope that 
many country members, as well as London members, may find themselves 
in or near London and be able to attend. The meeting is open to friends as 
well as to members of the Association. 


On the same day a meeting of American members will be held in New 
York City. The Modern Language Association of America has very kindly 
set apart a session in the programme of its section meetings for the Association, 
and its local committee has given us space in the assembly hall where informa- 
tion concerning our work may be obtained. Professor O. F. Emerson, a Vice- 
President, and one of the first of our members, will preside at this meeting. 


RESEARCH SERIES—VOLUME I 


The first volume of our new Research Series was published at the be- 
ginning of December. It is a collection of letters of Mme de la Fayette 
and Gilles Ménage, edited by Dr H. Ashton, of the University of British 
Columbia, whose recent volume on Mme de la Fayette will be in the recol- 
lection of many.

BIBLIOGRAPHY OF ENGLISH LANGUAGE 
AND LITERATURE, 1923 


The fourth annual Bibliography of English Language and Literature is 
now published, and may be obtained by non-members, through any book- 
seller, for 6s.; by members, from the Hon. Treasurer only, at 3s. 3d. post free. 
This year the Bibliography contains 235 pages and 3038 entries, and bears 
perhaps better testimony than any preceding issue to the labours of Miss 
Paues and her collaborators in various countries. 
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The sales of the Bibliography increase steadily every year, but very 
slowly, and it is clear that, unless it is purchased in larger quantities by members 
at the reduced price, either the price will have to be raised or the publication 
annually discontinued. 

We believe that many Professors and Lecturers in English in the Universi- 
ties will help us, now that they know our need, by taking copies (which may 
be had, by those who are members, at the reduced rate) for their research 
students and higher classes, and also by making the Bibliography known to 
others. To this end, the Hon. Treasurer will send, until further notice, to 
any member, a set of Bibliographies, comprising past and current issues, for 
6s. 6d. post free, a reduction of 6s. on the price to members, and of 13s. on 
the price to non-members. 

It is specially asked that all who can will place a permanent order for 
future issues, when each copy will be sent to them, by post, on publication. 


MODERN LANGUAGE REVIEW 


The October number of the Review has just appeared. It contains, besides 
Notes, Reviews, Minor Notices of Books, and a Bibliography, articles en- 
titled ‘The Style of the ‘Battle of Maldon,’” “Thomas Ravenscroft’s 
Theatrical Associations,” ‘‘André Chénier en Angleterre,” ‘Italian and 
English Pastoral Drama of the Renaissance,” and ‘‘ The Literary Activities 
of the Spanish ‘ Emigrados’ in England.” This issue completes the nineteenth 
volume of the Review, which contains 508 pages and may still be ordered by 
members through the Hon. Treasurer at the price of 15s. 

Volume xx, at the conclusion of which the President of the Association 
will have completed twenty years’ service as Editor of the Review, will begin 
in January 1925, and members’ subscriptions of 15s. for this volume become 
due on January 1. 


PERSONAL 


Just as our July issue had gone to press, we received the news of the 
death, on June 19, of Sir Adolphus William Ward, Master of Peterhouse, 
Cambridge since 1900, one of the earliest members of the Association and a 
Vice-President. Sir Adolphus Ward, who was eighty-six years of age, was 
appointed, nearly sixty years ago, to the Chair of English and History at 
Owens College, Manchester, of which he afterwards became Principal. He 
is known to members of the Association by many works, principally his 
History of English Dramatic Literature to the Death of Queen Anne, his studies 
of Chaucer and Dickens in the English Men of Letters Series and the large 
part which he played in the Cambridge History of English Literature. His other

The Hon. Secretary is exploring the possibilities of publishing in English 
some of the works of Ramén Lull, notably Blanquerna, parts of the Libre de 
Contemplacio, and a volume of the minor works, in prose and in verse. He 
- 18 also anxious to publish a critical edition in the original ‘‘ Catalan-provenzal ”’ 
of the best known of Lull’s productions, namely the Libre d Amic e Amat, 
which appeared in English in 1923 under the title of The Book of the Lover 
and the Beloved. He would be dled, therefore, to hear from members in- 
terested in Lull and his times or in Franciscan literature in general. 


GROUP ACTIVITIES 


A meeting of Edinburgh members was held at the University at the end 
of last session under the chairmanship of Professor H. J. C. Grierson. The 
Chairman gave an introductory address on certain problems in the editing of 
modern texts, after which the following communications were read by 
members: (a) ‘‘Speech Melody,” Miss Marie L. Barker, M.A. (bd) ‘‘ Recent 
Tendencies in German Literary Theory and Criticism,’”’ Dr Otto Schlapp. 
(c) ‘‘A Note on Cecchi’s ‘Conversione della Scozia,’” Mr J. Purves, M.A. 
A discussion followed upon the proposed census of Romance literature in 
Scotland, viz. of French, Spanish and Italian Mss. and early printed books in 
public and private collections. 


Too late for inclusion in the July Bulletin came the fifth report of the 
Research Group of the Modern Language Association of America, containing 
an account of its last meeting in May 1924. At this session were discussed a 
proposed bibliography of eighteenth century British periodicals in American 
libraries, a projected volume of eighteenth century studies, and general aims 
in the study of the later eighteenth century. The Group voted to encourage 
the formulation of a reading-list for courses on this century which should 
reflect the newer points of view expressed in the course of the afternoon’s 
discussion. The next meeting of the group is to be held in New York in 
December 1924.
